I  would  like  to  see  these  annual  reports  read  by  the  public 
of  Langport,  They  would  then  know  a  great  deal  more  of  what  is 
done  for  them  by  their  Council,  and  I  trust  develop  health 
consciousness .

ANNUAL  REPORT  LANGPORT  RURAL  DISTRICT  1949. 

SECTION  A. 

Statistics  and  Social  Conditions  of  the  Area . 

Population . 

The  Registrar-General  gives  the  estimated  population  of 
Langport  for  mid-year  1949  as  12,890. 

Birth  Rate . 

The  Birth  rato  in  the  Rural  District  the  last  few  years  has  in¬ 
creased,  the  same  is  true  in  the  Country  as  a  whole.  This  is  due 
to  the  fact  that  people  getting  married  are  younger.  At  18.7  it 
compares  favourably  with  16.7  for  England  and  Wales.  Full 
statistics  are  shown  in  Appendix  A  Table  1. 


Death  Rate 
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The  chief  causes  of  death  are  shown  in  Appendix  A.  Table  2, 
Heart  disease  has  been  the  greatest  cause  of  death.  Taken 
together  with  other  diseases  of  circulation  it  caused  over  half 
of  all  deaths.  Cancer  was  second  only  to  heart  disease.  Other 
causes  included  respiratory  conditions  such  as  pneumonia,  tuber¬ 
culosis,  digestive  conditions  and  violent  causes.  The  rate  of  13.6 
is  higher  than  11.7  per  1,000  for  England  and  Wales, 

Infant  Mortality. 

This  is  defined  as  the  deaths  under  1  year  of  age  registered 
in  the  Calendar  year  divided  by  the  total  live  births  registered. 

In  1949  there  were  242  live  births  and  15  deaths  under  1  year. 

This  gives  a  rate  of  61.9  as  against  a  general  rate  of  32  for 
England  and  Wales  as  a  whole. 

No  figure  is  of  more  interest  to  me  than  this  rate  because  it 
forms  the  most  sensitive  index  we  have  of  the  social  and  sanitary 
condition  of  an  area.  The  comparatively  small  number  of  births 
in  the  Langport  Rural  District  as  compared  with  England  and  Wales 
makes  comparison  misleading’,  but  it  does  Indicate  that  there  is 
much  to  be  done. 

There  were  3  still  births  giving  a  rate  of  12.2  per  1,000. 
Maternal  Mortality. 

There  were  no  cases  of  maternal  mortality  during  the  year. 
Social  Conditions. 

Your  social  services  remain  unchanged  since  last  year. 
Unemployment  remained  at  a  very  low  level  throughout  the  year. 

SECTION  B. 

General  provisions  of  Health  services  of  Area. 

Since  the  National  Health  Service  Act  came  into  existance  many  of 
the  services  previously  run  locally  have  become  the  responsibility 
of  the  Local  Health  Authority,  that  is,  the  County  Council.  We 
in  Somerset  are  fortunate  in  the  degree  of  delegation  of  authority 
allowed  by  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health.  As  a  result  I, 
as  your  representative,  was  responsible  for  the  daily  administration 
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of  the  school  services  • 

Infant  Welfare  Clinics  . 

I  regret  that  we  are  not  03  well  served  as  I  should  wish  in 
this  direction.  Only  one  clinic  is  held  monthly  at  Gurry  Rival, 
During  1949  202  attended, 

.1  hope  we  will  be  able  to  arrange  further  clinics  in  other 
parts  of  the  Area, 

Immunisation , 

This  has  been  done  by  the  Private  Practitioners  for  the  pre¬ 
school  children  and  by  myself  for  the  school  children. 

Health  Visiting, 

Two  health  visitors  appointed  by  the  County  Council  do  this 
work  in  the  Langport  Rural  District,  Their  help  has  been  very 
valuable  in  following  up  defects  found,  in  children  at  the  school 
medical  inspections. 

Maternity  Services  . 

This  work  is  carried  out  by  District  Nurses  and  when  needed 
the  Private  Practitioners  are  consulted,  A  limited  number  of  beds 
are  available  for  necessitous  cases  in  a  Taunton  Hospital,  Neither 
antinatal  nor  postnatal  clinics  are  held  in  the  Area, 

Home  He  lp . 

The  County  Home  Help  Service,  so  valuable  in  times  of 
confinement,  illness  or  old  age  is  well  established  in  this  Area 
and  has  worked  smoothly  when  required. 

School  Medical  Service, 

This  service  is  organised  by  the  County  Education  Committee, 
During  the  year  I  have  visited  every  school  in  the  Langport  Area 
twice  and  at  these  inspections  966  have  been  examined,  226  have 
been  immunised.  Details  are  given  in  Appendix  B,  Table  1. 

Dental  Service. 

Somerset  like  all  other  Health  Authorities  have  been  finding 
it  increasingly  difficult  to  maintain  their  Dental  Services  owing 
to  staff  resignations  since  1948. 

Ophthalmic  Service. 


The  County  Service  available  for  children  of  all  ages  has  been 
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working  extremely  well.  All  cases  referred  from  -the  school 
medical  inspection  are  seen  promptly  and  then  regularly  as  necessary. 
We  have  experienced  delays  in  obtaining  glasses,  but  this  is  a 
widespread  difficulty, 

National  Assistance  Act. 

Only  once  was  recourse  to  the  court  made  during  the  year.  An 
order  was  granted  but  our  inability  to  carry  out  the  order  showed 
-the  weakness  of  the  Act.  Two  other  cases  were  persuaded  to  go  to 
hospital  without  using  our  statutory  powers. 

Ambulance  Service. 

The  Langport  Ambulance  was  used  on  194  occasions,  covering  a 
mileage  of  6,766.  We  are  fortunate  in  having  so  capable  and 
energetic  an  Officer  as  Mr,  Shire  in  charge  of  this  service.  Details 
are-  given  in  Appendix  B,  Table  2, 

SECTION  C. 

Prevalence  of,  and  control  over  Infectious  Diseases  and  other  diseases , 

A  summary  of  the  notifications  will  be  found  in  Appendix  C, 

Table  1. 

There  was  a  mild  epidemic  of  Measles,  and  chicken  pox  was  severe 
in  two  villages  •  The  four  cases  of  Sonne  Dysentery  all  occured 
In  one  family  and  rapidly  responded  to  treatment. 

There  were  no  cases  of  Diphtheria,  due  no  doubt  to  the 
Immunisation  which  lias  been  carried  out  during  recent  years, 

SECTION  D. 

Environmental  Health  Services . 

(a)  Sanitary  Circumstances, 

Climatic  Conditions. 

The  year  will  be  remembered  mainly  for  the  extremely  dry  summer. 
Rainfall  was  considerably  below  normal. 

Water  Supply.  ' 

The  following  is  a  detailed  account  of  the  Water  supply  of 
the  Area  • 

The  public  mains  water  supplies  are  obtained  from  five  sources, 
and  particulars  of  the  various  supplies  are  as  follows i-

COMPTON  DURVILLE. 

Supplying  the  Parishes  of  Kingsbury  Episcopi , 

Muchelney ,  Huish  Spiscopi,  Langport  &  Allen. 

1,  (a)  The  water  obtained  from  this  source  has  a  total  hardness  of 
32,  and  thechemical  composition  results  in  the  deposit  of  large 
amounts  of  scale,.  The  formation  of  this  scale  considerably  restricts 
the  flow  of  water  in  service  pipes  and  causes  damage  to  hot  water 
systems,  ball  valves  etc  ,  in  private  houses,  and  has,  in  the  course  of 
time,  put  a  number  of  sluice  valves  on  the  mains  out  of  action. 

In  view  of  this  it  is  recommended  that  serious  consideration  should 
be  given  to  the  provision  of  softening  plant  at  the  headworks , 

1.  (b)  Part  of  the  10'*  main,  now  laid  as  part  of  the  Eastern  Parishes 
Scheme  has  been  chlorinated  and  put  into  operation. 

2.  Fifteen  samples  for  Bacteriological  examination  have  been 
obtained,  fourteen  being  satisfactory  and  one  showing  slight  con¬ 
tamination,  believed  to  have  arisen  during  the  taking  of  the  sample. 
Chlorination  is  not  undertaken  except  upon  occasions  when  contamination 
may  have  occured,  e*g,  after  a  burst  main.  Nine  samples  for 
Bacteriological  examination  have  also  been  taken  to  ascertain  the 
effectiveness  of  the  chlorination  on  part  of  the  new  10"  main. 

3.  There  is  no  question  of  plumbo-solvency  in  connection  with 
this  supply, 

4.  This  supply  has  never  been  known  to  show  any  evidence  of 
contamination,  but,  as  stated  above,  if  any  contamination  is  suspected 
chlorination  is  carried  out  temporarily, 

5.  There  will  be  no  accurate  record  of  the  data  asked  for  in 
this  section  until  the  Rural  Housing  Survey  is  completed,  although 
previous  reports  have  indicated  that  92%  of  the  houses  are  connected 
where  the  mains  supply  is  available,  and  practically  all  standpipes 
have  been  dispensed  with. 

Extensions  or  Improvements  of  Supply  during  the  Year. 

The  work  of  Stage  2  of  the  Eastern  Parishes  Scheme  continued 
during  the  year,  and  the  10"  main  from  Compton  Durville  to  One  Elm 
was  completed,  and  the  reservoirs  at  Compton  Durville  and  One  Elm 
almost  finished  and  ready  for  testing. 
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Future  Proposals . 

It  is  hoped  that  Stage  3  of  the  Eastern  Parishes  Scheme  will  be 
commenced- at  the  .end  of  1950  or  early  in  1951  depending  upon  the 
starting  date .fixed  by  the  Ministry  of  Health.  This  portion  of 
the  Scheme  consists  of  laying  distribution  mains  to  supply  the 
parishes  of  Compton  Dundon,  Kingweston,  Barton  St*  David,  Keinton 
Mandeville>  Babcary,  Charlton  Mackrell,  and  augmentation  water  for 
the  parishes  of  Long  Sutton  and  Somerton.  Stage  3  is  estimated  to 
cost  £110,372. 

LONG-  SUTTON  t, 

■  This  Source  supplies  the  parish  of  Long  Sutton  with  an 

average  of  10,000  gallons  per  day . 

1.  (a)  The  supply  is  a  very  hard  water,  (total  hardness  37)  and 
coming  from  a  shallow  well  is  liable  to  contamination  at  times. 
Ghlorination  is  a  continuous  process  at  these  works  • 

1*  (b)  The  quantity  is  not  adequate  to  maintain  a  continuous  supply, 
and  during  the  year  restrictions  were  enforced  from  May  until 
October,  The  supply  at  one  period  being  turned  off  from  4  p.m* 
until  8  a  *m* 

2.  Thirteen  Bacteriological  examinations  of  water  taken  from  the 
well  showed  that  on  twelve  occasions  it  was  unsatisfactory,  whilst 
fourteen  out  of  sixteen  Bacteriological  examination  of  the  chlorinated 
water  going  into  supply  were  satisfactory.  Every  endeavour  is  made 
to  ensure  a  safe  supply  and  daily  readings  of  the  residual  chlorine 
content  are  taken. 

3.  There  has  never  been  any  question  of  plumb o-solvency  with 
this  water  supply. 

4*  Chlorination  is  carried  out  continuously. 

5,  There  are  194  dwelling  houses  in  the  parish,  and  of  this 

number  186  are  connected  to  the  public  supply.  The  mains  supply 
is  not  available  for  the  remaining  8  houses. 

Extensions  or  Improvements  of  Supply  during  the  year  -  None, 

Future  Proposals  . 

It  Is  intended  to  augment  this  supply  from  the  new  Eastern 
Parishes  Scheme,  and  it  is  hoped  that  this  proposal  will  receive 
approval  from  the  Ministry  of  Health  shortly. 
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LYTES  CARY. 

Supplying  the  Parishes  of  Kings don  and  Somerton  in  the  Langport 

Rural  District  and  Ilchestor  in  the  Yeovil  Rural  District . 

1.  (a)  This  water  is  satisfactory  as  regards  quality.,  although  it 
has  a  total  hardness  of  35,  and  the  springs  at  tines  are  c on taninated • 

1.  (b)  The  yield  fron  the  springs  is  generally  more  than  adequate 
to  neet  the  denand,  but  in  the  summer  months  after  very  dry  periods 
the  yield  will  fall  to  such  an  extent  that  restrictions  have  to  be  im¬ 
posed,  The  present  intention  is  to  augment  the  supply  from  the 
Eastern  Parishes  Scheme, 

2.  In  view  of  the  liability  of  the  springs  to  contamination  the 
water  is  continually  chlorinated.  Six  samples  of  the  springs 
(unchlorinated)  were  obtained  during  tho  year,  four  being  contaminated. 
Thirteen  samples  of  the  water  after  chlorination  were  obtained, 
twelve  being  satisfactory. 

3.  There  has  never  been  any  question  of  plumbo-solvency  with 
this  supply, 

4.  Continual  chlorination  of  the  supply  is  undertaken,  and 
daily  checks  of  tho  residual  chlorine  are  made, 

5.  There  will  be  no  accurate  record  of  the  data  asked  for 
in  this  section  until  the  Rural  Housing  Survey  is  completed, 
although  previous  reports  have  .indicated  that  92^o  of  the  houses 
are  connected  where  the  mains  supply  is  available,  and 
practically  all  standpipes  have  been  dispensed  with. 

Extensions  or  Improvements  of  Supply  during  tho  -Year  -  None, 

Future  Proposals. 

The  augmentation  of  this  supply  will  bo  arranged  for  as  part 
of  the  Eastern  Parishes  Scheme  Stage  3, 

WESTERN  PARISHES. 

Supplying  the  Parishes  of  Beercr oc ombe ,  Curry  Mallet,  Isle  Abbotts, 

Isle  Brewers,  Curry  Rivel,  Drayton,  Barrington,  Fivehead,  and 

Puc king ton. 

Two  sources  of  supply  provide  water  for  the  nine  parishes 
viz{-  Adit  at  Barrington,  supplying  an  average  of  25,000  gallons 
per  day,  and  an  average  of  85,000  gallons  per  day  supplied  by 
Chard  Rural  District, 
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1,  (a)  The  water  from  these  sources  Is  satisfactory  in  quality, 
although  slight  contamination  does  occasionally  arise  at  the 
Barrington  Adit,  The  total  hardness  is  33*5  of  water  obtained 
from  the  Adit,  and  5.5  in  the  water  from  Chard  R.D.C. 

1.  (b)  The  yield  at  the  Adit  has  been  declining  for  some  years  and 

although  additional  water  has  been  obtained  from  Cha. rd,  there  has 

been  difficulty  in  maintaining  a  supply,  and  restrictions  have  been 

imposed  at  times  during  the  summer  months*  The  situation  appears 
due  to 

to  be/several  factors  viz;- 

(a)  Palling  yield  at  Barrington. 

(b)  Inadequate  storage. 

(c)  Additional  building  of  houses  at  Curry  Rivel 
at  such  a  height  that  only  an  intermittent 
supply  can  be  afforded  when  the  reservoir  is 
entirely  full. 

(d)  Increasing  demand. 

(e)  The  fact  that  Chard  is  now  supplying  the 
maximum  amount  possible  at  present,  in  view 
of  number  of  boreholes,  pumping  equipment  and 
size  of  mains  available. 

With  regard  to  this  situation  a  fresh  agreement  provides  for 
the  increase  of  equipment  necessary  on  the  part  of  Chard  R.D.C.  and 
the  Langport  R.D.C.  have  given  their  Consulting  Engineers  instructions 
to  prepare  a  preliminary  scheme  to  overcome  the  difficulties  due 
to  factors  under  their  control.  With  a  view  to  improving  the 

supply  the  Council  considered  several  schemes,  and  of  these  the 

at  Swell 

provision  of  a  170,000  gallons  reservoir  and  boosting  station/to 
provide  additional  storage  and  increased  pressure  in  the  higher 
parts  of  the  district  was  considered  to  be  the  best,  but  in  view 
of  other  commitments  the  Council  decided  to  defer  this  scheme 
■jmtil  Stage  3  of  the  Eastern  Parishes  Scheme  had  received  a 
starting  date  from  the  Ministry  of  Health, 

2.  Sampling  has  been  carried  out  regularly,  and  the  results 
are  as  follows*-  8  satisfactory,  4  unsatisfactory  (slight 
contamination) • 

3.  There  has  been  no  question  of  plumbo-sclvency  with  this 
supply. 

4.  The  slight  contamination  referred  to  above  appears  to  arise 
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occasionally,  and  whenever  this  occurs  chlorination  of  the  Adit 
is  carried  out. 

5.  There  will  bo  no  accurate  record  of  the  data  asked  for  in 
this  section  until  the  Rural  Housing  Survey  is  completed,  although 
previous  reports  have  indicated  that  92 %  of  tho  houses  are  connected 
whore  the  mains  supply  is  available,  and  practically  all  standpipes 
havo  boon  dispensed  with. 

Extensions  or  Improvements  of  Supply  during  the  Year  -  None . 

Future  Proposals. 

As  stated  above  arrangements  for  improvements  both  in  tho 
supply  from  Chard  and  in  the  distribution  so none  of  this  district 
have  been  investigated,  and  it  is  hoped  that  those  schemes  will 
receive  approval  probably  during  1950. 

Drainage  and  Sewage. 

I  regret  to  report  that  no  action  was  taken  in  the  year  to 
provide  a  new  system  in  Langport. 

The  Somerton  Sewerage  Extension  Scheme  at  a  contract  price  of 
£41,000  commenced  in  December,  1948,  has  made  good  progress  although 
it  is  not  likely  to  be  in  operation  until  late  in  1951  as  considerable 
delay  has  occured  duo  to  lack  of  labour. 

Public  Cleansing. 

Tho  removal  of  refuse  in  a  rural  district  with  a  large  area 
and  small  resources  is  extremely  difficult.  The  cost  of  removing 
refuse  from  outlying  districts  is  high  and  as  a  result  they  havo 
to  bo  done  less  grequently  than  the  larger  towns.  This  has  led  to 
some  feeling  of  dissatisfaction  during  the  year. 

Factories  Act. 

The  statistics  will  be  found  in  Appendix  D.  Table  1. 

(b)  Ho us ing . 

Statistics .  These  are  tabulated  in  Appoxdix  D.  Table  2. 

The  number  of  houses  completed  during  the  year 
was  22,  this  makes  a  total  of  134  since  tho  war. 

There  are  470  on  tho  waiting  list. 

There  has  still  been  no  effort  to  tacklo  the  problem  of  housing 

tho  aged.  I  stressed  the  urgency  of  this  problem  in  last  years  report. 
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( c )  Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Food .

All  retailers  wore  registered  and  licences  granted,  Sampling 
was  done  regularly.

Sampling  was  done  regularly  and  the  majority  of  the  samples  were 
satisfactory .
